Alabama Senator Offers Orations in Job Lots— 


Inquiry May Follow. 


Washington.—-Senator Thomas J. 
Heflin of Alabama, who at the last 
session of Congress managed to get 
into the Congressional Record enough 
anti-Catholic effervescence to make a 
pamphlet of 138 pages, has had it 
printed as a booklet and is now offer- 
ing it for sale at regular rates. 

More important, however, he has 
evolved an ingenious scheme whereby, 
he tells his Klan supporters, after 
buying the pamphiet at his price, they 
may send it to their friends in any 
quantities without postage, using his 
senatorial frank. 

So ingenious is the scheme, in fact, 
that an investigation by postal au- 
thorities is very probable. 

Heflin’s attacks also included Presi- 


ident Coolidge. “AT THe time he made 


them he found not a single supporter 
in the Senate, and won only indigna 
tion or patient toleration from that 
body, and so little publicity from the 
press that he complained repeatedly 
of a newspaper “conspiracy of 
lence.” Klansmen and others from 
various parts of the country wrote the 
senator, however, and he is now using 
them as a mailing-list nucleus. He has 
had the pamphiets printed by 
Public Printer at his own expense, as 
permitted by law in the case of ex- 
cerpts from the Record. 
Uses Senate Stationery. 

Hefiin’s secretary has now sent out 
a circular letter on the stationery of 
the Committee on Agriculture and 
Forestry of the Senate, of which the 
Alabaman is a member, calling on the 
Klanemen and others to buy in bulk 
the pamphlet attacking the President 
and the Catholic Church at the fol- 
lowing rates

| Washington, D. C.—The Federal 
Radio Commission announced recently 
that it will be virtually impossible to 
grant a wave length.to The Fellow- 
ship Forum’s $46,500 broadcasting 
station, now almost completed and 
‘designed to promote “Protestant 
Americanism” throughout the United 
States with all the vigor of 10,000 
watts. 

Informed last week that the anti- 

Catholic newspaper, which is said to 
represent the views of the Ku Klux 
'/Klan and certain fraternal organiza- 
tions, was constructing a station on 
Pennsylvania Avenue, this city, O. H. 
Caldwell, Federal Radio Commission- 
er, wrote the following letter to 
James S, Vance, general manager of 
the publication: 
| “Dear Sir: Indirectly I have learn- 
‘ed that your organization is erecting 
‘a radio station. 
“This letter is simply to call your 
_attention to the radio law of 1927, 
'which requires that a permit be ob- 
| tained from the Radio Commission be- 
fore construction of a station is com- 
/menced. 

“For your convenience, application 
‘forms for a new station are inclosed 
‘herewith. At the present time, how- 
‘ever, the commission has on file some 
800 applications for new stations for 
‘which it is unable to find wave 
llengths. I can, therefore, give you 
‘very little encouragement looking to- 
ward a wave length on which to 
operate in the near future.
